The proposition for merging the old 
public library and the Carnegie library 
hat reached a point where speedy action 
is imperative. 
Legislation will be re­ 
quired to increase the membership of the 
Carnegie library board, as is proposed, 
and the legislature is to remain in ses­ 
sion but a short time. 
Moreover, the 
plans for the opening of the Carnegie 
library are tieing delayed and the work 
and influence of that institution will be 
hampered 
unless 
its 
future can be 
mapped out now. 
We have spoken 
plainly on the subject heretofore, and we 
now repeat that East Liverpool cannot 
afford to support two libraries, and there 
is no reason or necessity why it should 
attempt ta do so. 
Moat of the citizens 
favor the consolidation of the libraries, 
seeing in that method the best means of 
making them moat useful. The Carnegie 
library is ta) be supported by the city and 
for the city , aud its advantages will be 
open to the laboring man as well as to 
the capitalist. 
It is but right that the 
laboring men have their representatives 
upon its board, but it would not be right 
to have a board composed wholly of 
laboring men, any more than it would 
be right to have a board corniced, for 
inatance, wholly of manufacturers or of 
lawyers or physicians. Trades Council 
at least a majority of it—seems satisfied 
that the proposition to give that body 
three representatives on the board, re 
serving six places for manufacturers, bus 
incas and professional men, is eminently 
fair aud just. 
The business which the 
library board 
member' follows really 
matters little, provided he be a man of 
advanced ideas and ready at all times to 
work for the best interests of the library 
and of the city. 
It is a matter that there 
should lie no dispute over. 
The old li­ 
brary has been useful, and its usefulness 
has not been forgotten.' 
But a greater 
public library is about to tie opened for 
the people; great enough to accommodate 
everybody. 
Its interests will be first 
with the public hereafter, as they should 
be. The old library can be made most 
useful only by merging it with the new 
one.

T h e proposition for m ergiug the old 
public librsry and th e Carnegie library 
has reached a point w here speedy action 
is imperative. 
Legislation will be re­ 
quirer! to increase the m em bership of the 
Carnegie library board, as ii proposed, 
and the legislature is to rem ain in ses­ 
sion but a short time. 
Moreover, the 
plans for the opening of th e Carnegie 
library are tieing delayed and the work 
and influence of that institution will be 
hampered 
unless 
its 
future can be 
mapped out now. 
W e have spoken 
plainly on the subject heretofore, and we 
now repeat that Hast Liverpool cannot 
afford to support two libraries, and there 
is no reason or necessity why it should 
attem pt ta d o so. 
Most of the citizens 
favor the consolidation of the libraries, 
seeing in th at method the best means of 
m aking them most useful. T he Carnegie 
lib rary is to be supported bv the city and 
for the city, and its advantages will be 
open to the laboring man as well as to 
th e capitalist. 
It is but right that the 
laboring men have their representatives 
upon its board, but it would not be right 
to have a board c o m p o e d wholly of 
laboring men, any more th a n it would 
be right to have a board composed, for 
instance, wholly of manufacturers or of 
lawyers or physicians. 
Trades Council— 
at least a majority of it—-seems satisfied 
th at th e proposition to give that body 
three representatives on the board, re­ 
serving six places for manufacturers, bus­ 
iness aud professional men, is eminently 
fair aud just. 
The business which the 
library board 
member' follows really 
m atters little, provided be be a man of 
advanced ideas and ready at all times to 
work for the best interests of the library 
aud of th e city. 
It is a m atter that there 
should l>e no dispute over. 
The old li­ 
brary has l>een useful, and its usefulness 
has not been forgotten.' 
But a greater 
public library is al>out to be opened for 
the people; great enough to accommodate 
everybody. 
Its interests will be first 
with the public hereafter, as they should 
be. 
The old library can be m ade most 
useful only by merging it w ith the new 
one.

"W estm inster abbey of South Caroli j 
na," because within and about its walls j 
so m any distinguished men Ile b'uried.j 
including John C. Calhoun. The history j 
of the phi church Is closely Interwoven i 
with that of South Carolina, aud many j 
of the most celebrated events in the J 
history of the province are connected 
w ith it. 
It is one of the sights of Charleston, 
and strangers are alw ays taken to see 
it and shown its graves ami mono 
meats. 
The most rem arkable feature of tin 
old church, however, is the fact tlint 
Its lofty steeple serves the purpose of 
n lighthouse aud is used to guide the 
seafarer and mariner safely into the 
port of Charleston. The use of the stee 
pie as a lighthouse dates buck to I St 11, 
when the United States lighthouse de­ 
partment succeeded by dint of repeated 
efforts In inducing the vestry of the 
old church to allow a lantern to be 
placed in tim upper story of the steeple 
to be used as a range light for vessels 
entering the harbor turough the Jellies 
at its mouth. 
The light used is vt£V powerful and 
is placed ut tin altitude of about ll’.'* 
feet above tho ground, so that ii is 
easily visible thirty miles at sea. Ships 
m aking for Charleston harbor at night 
alw ays keep a sharp lookout for St 
Philip’s light and iin soon as they sight 
it get It into line with the beacon on 
Fort Sum ter and then make a straight 
aw ay run for the mouth of the Jetties 
and up through them into the harbor 
of Charleston. 
St. Philip’s church steeple is consider­ 
ed one of the handsomest architec­ 
turally iii the world and alw ays at­ 
tracts the eye of strangers entering 
Charleston from the sea by lls com­ 
manding height and artistic propor­ 
tions.- St. Louis Republic.

The proposition for merging the obi 
public library and the Carnegie library 
has reached a jinni t where speedy action 
is imperative. 
Legislation will be re­ 
quired to increase the membership oi the 
Carnegie library board, as is proposed, 
aud the legislature is to remain iii ses­ 
sion but a short time. 
Moreover, the 
plans for the opening of the Carnegie 
library are l<eing delayed and the work 
and influence of that institution will lie 
hampered 
unless 
its 
future can lie 
mapjied out now. 
We have spoken 
plainly on the subject heretofore, und we 
now repeat that Last Liverpool cannot 
afford to support two libraries, and there 
is no reason or necessity why it should 
attempt ta do so. 
Most of the citizens 
favor the consolidation of the libraries, 
seeing in that method the best means of 
making them most useful. The Carnegie 
library is to lie supported bv the city and 
for the city, and its advantages will be 
open to the laboring man as well as to 
the capitalist. 
It is but right that the 
tailoring men have their representatives 
upon its tioard, but it would not lie right 
to have a board 
coiujiommI wholly of 
laboring men, any more than it would 
lie right to have a board comj«osed, for 
instance, wholly of manufacturers or of 
lawyers or physicians. 
Trades Council 
at least a majority of it—seems satisfied 
that the proposition to give that body 
three representatives on the board, re­ 
serving six places for manufacturers, bus­ 
iness aud professional men, is eminently 
fair and just. 
The business which the 
library laiaul 
moldier 
follows really 
matters little, provided he lie a man of 
advanced ideas and ready at all times to 
work for the liest interests of the library 
and of the city. 
It is a matter that there 
should lie no dispute over. 
The old li­ 
brary has been useful, aud its usefulness 
has not been forgotten 
Hut a greater 
public lib ra s is al tout to l»e opened for 
the people; great enough to accommodate 
everytaidy. 
Its interests will lie first 
with the public hereafter, aa they should 
he. 
The old library eau be made most 
useful univ bv merging it with the new 
one.
